A 72 year old Per,nile! diner 
restaurant owner, out on a fishing 
trip afaint 1,000 feet from where 
the Navy blimp crashed into the 
Atlantic yesterday off the Now 
Jersey coast, said 
"It was a terrible sight to see 
that blimp suddenly collapse in 
the middle of the air and come 
down into the water with all those 
men aboard " 
Frank Sodano, of 324 Woodland 
Ave 
owner of Frank - Penndel 
Diner on Lincoln Highway and 
Hulmeville Ave, said he was 
among 
a 
group of 
fishermen 
aboard a fishing party boat when 
suddenly one of the fishermen 
looked up at tile blimp and shout­ 
ed: 
"Oh my (lot!, that thing is fall­ 
ing down ** 
Sank Quickly 
Sodano said that the blimp, its 
tail end still inflated, floated .slow­ 
ly down in snake fashion but that 
when the silver lighter - than -air 
craft struck the water, the gon­ 
dola sank within a matter of sec­ 
onds 
"We immediately hoisted anchor 
and fashed to the scene where 
other boats had already reached 
it." 
.Sodano said: "Then we stood 
helplessly by-—unable to do any­ 
thing about tho-e poor men trapp­ 
ed in the gondola beneath the sur­ 
face of the water.*’ 
He said "it was a terrible thing 
not to be able to help while there! 
still may have treen a chance." 
Sodano said he had never wit­ 
nessed anything like that t>efore 
and added: "I hope to God I never 
have to see such a horrible sight 
again." 


We opened her up aud let her ride into the area. 
(Eble, a veteran of 15 years sailing, liar! 15 
fisherman aboard). 
We seen two men in the water and two men 
sitting on the bag. One man was badly hurt and 
the other bleeding badly from a head wound. 


Mate AA cut Overboard 


Our mate, Frank Mikulet/ky 
(of Barnegat 
Light) went overboard in a life jacket and a life 
ring and pulled them out of the wreck. 
We picked up one, a young fellow from Texas, 
and then we called a smaller faster boat over and 
let him take the two had oases ashore. 
One Of them died on the wa\ home. 


The small Ixia! also took oui' of the other sailors 
ashore. He was injured slightly. 
The man we picked up told me the nearest he 
could ligure they were pumping oxygen in one of 
the empty fuel tanks and one of the lines must have 
ruptured, and made the bag collapse right in the 
middle. 
Ile said he didn’t know what happened, First 
thing he knew he was failing and the next thing he 
was in the water. 
Knew He AA is Swimming 
He doesn’t know how he got out of the gondola 
and the only thing lie knew was that lie was swim­ 
ming. 


First I knew that anything happened was when 
I seen thi' blimp. She came down fast, but she 
didn’t seem to hit the water very hard. 


I didn’t know what to think. I knew a serious 
thing was happening and I had to get thoro. We 
put a mayday on the air immediately. 


The 15 people aboard were very, very helpful. 
They threw life jackets over. Every thing I told 
them to do they did. 
One of my party went into tin' water to lie Ip 
my mate. Ile was Charlie Price of Philadelphia. 


The sailor we had aboard asked me to radio the 
skipper of one of the rescue Inuits to lift tile gondola 
onto tin' carrier so they could get the dead men out.
